The above amount is on the 
basis of 3,088 checks that have 
cleared through the Commercial 
Bank in West Liberty to date. At 
the same 'time last year 3,036 
checks had cleared for a total of 
$1,672,179 16 

Thus, income this year has ex¬ 
ceeded last year by $116,026.96 
until the present time. 

But this year's income is $1,- 
55,114.41 under total income of 
year before last, Morgan’s best 
year. The county's total income 
from burley that year was $2,- 
223.320.53. 

Nearly all Morgan crops have 
been marketed but a few are 
yet to be sold. And Morgan bur- 
ley continues to bring good prices, 
many crops above average, in¬

—Two dynamite blasts destroyed 
or badly damaged the automo¬ 
biles of Floyd County Sheriff 
Gorman Collins and one of his 
deputies early today. 

Collins said the explosion badly 
damaged his late model automo¬ 
bile only 20 minutes after he hpd 
parked it in the driveway of nis 
home on Westminster Ave. The 
blast blew off the garage door 
and shattered windows in Col¬ 
lins’ house and broke the win¬ 
dows of most of the homes of 
the block. 

At the same lime about mid¬ 
night—another explosion nearly 
demolished the automobile of 
Deputy Silas DeRossett and badly 
damaged his home at Bull Creek. 
There were no injuries from 
either blast. 

State police investigating the 
blasts estimated that about 10 
sticks of dynamite were used on 
each car. Both explosions were 
set off by fuses. 

The charges were placed under 
the rear ends of both vehicles, 1 
investigators said. 

Collins would not comment on 
whether he or DeRossett had been 
threatened before the blasts or 
on a report that the trunk of his 
car contained bootleg whiskey ] 
seized in raids.

OF ALL SERVICES 

Agriculture Group 
Makes ^Report To 
Development Plan 

Full information of services 
available to rural people through 
various governmental and private 
agencies shoud be dissiniinated 
throughout the county, the Agri¬ 
cultural Committee of the Mor¬ 
gan County Rural Development 
Program recommended in its re¬ 
port made last week at the coun¬ 
ty-wide meeting in the R. E. A. 
building in West Liberty. 

The report was presented by 
the committee’s chairman, Glenq 
Lacy of Grassy Creek. Hobart 
Cassity was the other member 
of the committee. 

The report also stressed the 
need to improve pastures, expand 
the livestock production, par¬ 
ticularly sheep raising and the 
Kentucky cow and calf plan. 

The complete report of the Ag¬ 
ricultural Committee follows— 

Agricultural Committee Report 
(Glenn Lacy and Hobart Cassity) 

Problem—Let all rural people 
know about the services available 
to them. ACP benefits. SGS 
technical assistance, FHA and lo¬ 
cal bank loaning facilities. Ex¬ 
tension Service, County and Home 
Agent, Vocational Agriculture and 
Home Economics, Social Secur¬ 
ity, Special technical education 
after high school such as Mayo 
and Ashland Training school. 
Special education for handicapped 
children. Goal—All agencies and 
organizations cooperate and work 
together to educate the rural peo¬ 
ple as to services available to 
them on request. Each agency 
continue to inform farmers and 
their families about the services 
available to them through let¬ 
ters and newspaper articles. 

Porblem—Improve and estab¬ 
lish forest tree stands. Goals— 
Have improved forestry demon¬ 
stration stands. Encourage for¬ 
estry demonstration stands. En¬ 
courage forestry practices through 
ACP and Soil Bank payments as 
well as through assistance from 
state farm forestry, Soil Conser¬ 
vation Service. Extension Serv¬ 
ice and Counts Agent. 

Problem—Improve and estab¬ 
lish pasture and hay crops. Goals 
—Have improved pasture and hay 
demonstrations. Encourage the 
use of the right fertilizer and lime 
and the right variety to do the 
best possible job. 

Problem—Use all of the land 
for the use that is best suited, ac¬ 
cording to slope, soil, and soil 
fertility. Make use of all soil 
conserving crops such as drain¬ 
age, contour planning of crops, 
grass water ways, cover crops, 
use of desirable legumes and 
grasses for pasture and hay pro¬ 
duction. Goals—All agricultural 
agencies as well as all businesses 
and professional people to en¬ 
courage more people about the 
importance of conserving soil. 

Problem—Encourage livestock 
production which will utilize pas¬ 
ture and hay crops such as reg¬ 
istered beef cattle. Kentucky cow 
and calf plan, feeder calf plan, 
sheep, grade A and grade C 
dairying. Goals—All business and 
professional leaders and all or¬ 
ganizations and agencies educate 
farm families as to the possibili¬ 
ties of incresing income from 
livestock production; also how the 
practices necessary for possible 
livestock production can increase 
the value of their farms. 

Problem—Producters of eggs 
plan to sell eggs to the bes* pos¬ 
sible economic advantage for 
them. To establish an egg route 
for large laying flocks of 400 
hens or more. Goals—Wilbur 
Wilson at Maytown will buy eggs 
from producers in this county and 
several counties, as he is buying

Million and Half 
Trees Is Goal For 
Northeastern Ky.

A meeting of Soil Conservation 
Service personnel for the state, 
area and county levels was held 
in West Liberty Tuesday, Jan. 22. 

Purpose of the meeting was to 
work out technical standards for 
the soils of Eastern Kentucky by- 
land capability units.

A Million Tree* Is Goal 

“A million and a half trees j 
panted in '957!' That is the goal | 
which R. E>. J3rogan, director of 
the Ken'ucky Association of Soi'.l 
Conservation Districts, says that 
the Soil Conservation District co- 
operators plan to set this Spring 
for reforestation purposes in the 
eleven counties around Ashland | 

Brogan is appealing tc ..ie land 
owners in Northeastern Kentucky 
to participate in the tree planting 
program which is now underway. 

Brogan said, “A good planting 
of trees is one of the best invest¬ 
ments that you can make because 
trees conserve resources and arc 
a money making proposition. 

Brogan said that tree order 
blanks can be gotten from the 
Soil Conservation representative 
who is located in each county 
seat, the State Division of For¬ 
estry and the County Agent. 


Morgan Farmers See 
Results of Priming 
At Demonstration 


For many* years the Extension 
Service and County Agent have 
recommended priming tobacco. A 
result demonstration was set up 
on the farm of Glenn Lacy of 
Grassy Creek. Glenn had primed 
tobacco for several years, but the 
Extension Service needed facts 
supplied by result demonstrations 
from farms. 

Glenn has primed tobacco for 
many years always getting from 
300 to 400 pounds more than his 
tenant gets on similar land. The 
tenant-produced tobacco is not 
primed This is in line with ex¬ 
periments at the University of 
Kentucky Experiment Station. 

Last year Lacy produced 296 
pounds of primed tobacco per 
acre. According to Ira Massie and 
Russell Hunt, Extension tobacco 
specialists, this poundage would 
have been lost if not primed. In 
1955 over 200 people attending 
a field day saw the results of 
primed tobacco as a practice on 
the Lacy farm. Extension speci¬ 
alists point out that this is an 
excellent way for a farmer with 
a small base and a desire to work 
to increase yield and income. 

Average yield last year from 
the tobacco grown by Mr. Lacy 
was a little over 2,200 pounds per 
acre. His tenant averaged 1,800 1 
pounds per acre on tobacco not 
primed. 

Over the past several years 
Glenn has averaged 2,100 to 2,200 
pounds per acre. He starts prim¬ 
ing when the big part of the 
bloom starts to show, and fol¬ 
lows practices recommended by 
the University of Kentucky of 
looping twine around around the 
stick and leaves. He has never 
used heat, but has had materials 
ready for heat if needed. He j 
hangs primed tobacco apart from 
the crop in the top of the barn 
and ties it up early. Several 
hundred farmers have observed 
this outstanding result demonstra¬ 
tion on priming. 

In 1956 two baskets of primed [ 
tobacco sold for $64.00 and $65.00. 

Mr. Lacy believes that a sec- 
ond priming would increase the , 
yields another 150 pounds but has | 
not done much second priming of I 
tobacco. 

Why don't more farmers prime 
tobacco? The answer given to the 
County Agent by many farmers 
is that it is just “too hard a job.” I 
It does take some labor and back 
bending, but the results in in¬ 
creased cash income are worth 
the trouble. 


GRAYSON, Ky., Jan. 22 (Spe¬ 
cial)—A good agricultural and 
industrial balance, plus an im¬ 
proved educational system, will 
help the 12-county “Ashland area” 
progress, delegates to an area 
rural development meeting in the 
REA building here today were 
told. 

Rural development, featuring 
coordinated efforts of many local, 
state and federal agencies, and 
groups, is to get local populations 
to organize, recognize their pro¬ 
blems and plan a program to 
solve them. 

Proponents of the plan believe 
solutions will come by complete 
utilization of natural and human 
resources, with the help of var¬ 
ious technical agencies. 

Counties represented here to¬ 
day were Carter, Greenup, Boyd, 
Lewis, Rowan, Elliott, Morgan, 
Wolfe, Magoffin, Johnson, Mar¬ 
tin and Lawrence. 

The 12-county area, delegates 
[ were told, has a annual per cap¬ 
ita income of $661 (excluding 
Ashland.) Percentage of 16 and 17 
| year olds in schools in the area 
is only 139 to 55 percent, with a 
desired goal of about 90 to 95 per- 
[ cent. 

A plan of work already has 
been evolved. Problems of the 
area have been surveyer, plus 
natural and human resources.* 
Aim of the long-range plan is to 
bring in industry, or start “home¬ 
grown" ones; increase agricul¬ 
tural productivity by different 
crop and livestock plans; and 
raise educational levels. 

Industrial problems were dis¬ 
cussed today by Ralph Sewell, 
Ashland Oil and Refinery Co., 
Ashland; agricultural by T. W. 
Greer, Kentucky Farm Bureau 
official. Louisa; educational by 
Lewis McCubbin, Greenup auto 
dealer; and sociological by the 
Rev. Marvin Tate, Morehead 
Church of God pastor.

Increase Noted In 
Probation In State 

FRANKFORT. Jan. 20—Proba¬ 
tion of Kentuckians convicted of 
felonies has doubled in the last 
six months according to Elmore 
Ryle, director of Probation and 
Parole. 

Ryle said the probations and 
paroles has helped reduce the 
State’s prison population for the 
first time in five years. 

Ninety out of every 100 men 
probated never go to prison and 
85 out of every 100 persons pa- ; 
roled never return to prison, said j 
Ryle. He said 70 of every 100 
prisoners released after serving 
their term:- are back in prison 
within two years. 

Ryle told the Hopkinsville Ro¬ 
tary Club the cost of maintain- j 
ing a man on probation or parole 
is $200 a year while each prisoner 
confined to State institutions costs 1 
$1,200 yearly.

Send For Seedlings 
Now For Kentucky 

Reforesting Project 

— 

Slightly more than 8,000,000 
seedlings are available now for 
Kentucky farmers for reforesta¬ 
tion or erosion control work, says 
James Newman, Kentucky Agri¬ 
cultural Extension Service for¬ 
ester. 

This is slightly higher than for 
1956, Newman says; however, es¬ 
timated demand for this year is 
9.500,000 seedlings. 

Newman noted some types of 
seedlings are in short supply. 
They are white pine and short- 
leaf pine; Scotch pine for Christ- 
tree plantings are scarce, too. All 
trees are priced at $7 per thou¬ 
sand except Scotch pine, which 
are $10 a thousand. 

Place orders early, Newman 
advises; requests are approved in 
the order received by district for¬ 
esters. 

See county agents, district for¬ 
esters, or Soil Conservation Serv¬ 
ice technicians for proper type 
of seedlings. The minimum order 
is 100 trees, anc% seedlings bought 
must be used for reforestation or 
erosion control, none being al¬ 
lowed for shade or ornamental 
purposes. 

Newman said shipments will 
start about Feb. 1 and conclude 
about April 1. Most trees are 
shipped to a central point in the 
county, although a few are sent 
parcel post on special request. It 
take about 1,000 trees per acre 
when the seedlings are planted 
at 6-foot by 7-foot spacings. 

Newman noted financial assis¬ 
tance may be possible by appli¬ 
cation through the county ASC 
office. Likewise, some of the 
trees probably will be distributed 
through the conservation reserve 
of the Soil Bank.

Morgan Teacher* Hear 
Reading Specialists In 
Demonstration At Meet 

Miss Eliza Clark of Russell, past 
pniidnl of the Kentucky Edu¬ 
cation Association and now rep¬ 
resenting Lyons and Carnahan, 
publishers, spent most of last f 
week in Morgan and adjoining | 
counties visiting schools and also 
meeting with school officials. 

Miss Clark met Friday with the 
emergency teachers in Morgan 
county and spent the day discuss¬ 
ing the technique of teaching 
reading. 

Supt. Walton Jones told the 
teachers that Miss Clark, as an 
expert on teaching reading, was 
able to answer many of the 
questions and urged the teachers 
to bring to her some of their 
problems. Warren Robbins of the 
Found Foundation was interested 
in her giving a demonstration in 
the teaching of reading. Because 
of road and weather conditions 
she was unable to have a group 
of children to use for the dem¬ 
onstration and in the afternoon 
she used the teachers as a class 
of children and gave them the 
demonstration. Her method of 
introduction, securing their in¬ 
terest and motivating their read¬ 
ing proved very effective. 

Such questions were answered 
as wether to teach silent or oral 
reading first; experience charts, 
slow readers and fast readers in 
the class were discurred, as were 
social promotion to keep age lev¬ 
els in the same class, eye move¬ 
ment, reading readiness, etc. 

Miss Clark said that certainly 
all children do not become good 
readers or learn at the same 
rate. The important thing is for 
the child to have a chance and to 
feel that he is not a failure. 
Another important thing is the 
overall development of the child. 
It was noted at the meeting that 
children today have television, 
excellent reading books and other 
sources of learning which in the 
past were not available.

eggs at the present time, but will 
buy eggs at the same price of 
the Chicago market. 

Problem—Encourage 4-H and 
FFA youth to the best possible 
job in project (work, Goalia— 
Continue fairs and shows to en¬ 
courage farm youth. 

Problem—Encourage dairy 
farmers to get high producing 
cows and heifers save from their 
own dairy herd. Goals—Set up 
D.H.I.A. association an dencour- 
age artificial breeding. 

Problem—Encourage and ex¬ 
pand selling of feeder calves 
through livestock improvement 
association sale. Goals—All agen¬ 
cies, business and professional 
people realize that steer calves 
at light weights bring a higher 
price than as feeder cattle, which 
will mean large income from 
beef cattle. 

Problem—Registered beef cat¬ 
tle breeders continue to work to¬ 
gether in their own breed groups 
to sell desirable registered bulls 
and heifers. Goals—Producers of 
registered Hereford cattle con¬ 
sign bulls and heifers to the an¬ 
nual sale. 

Problem—Farmers who raise 
hogs determine whether a plan 
to sell feeder pigs be profitable. 
Goals—When the stage plans to 
set up a marketing of feeder 
pigs similar to the marketing of 
feeder calves that farmers be in¬ 
formed about this program. 

Problem—Growing of straw¬ 
berries and vegetables to be en¬ 
couraged and producers continue 
to work with the Mountain 
Growers Cooperative. Goal s— 
Have a committee work out plans 
so growers may get their straw¬ 
berries to market in Morehead. 

Problem--Encourage farmers to 
work together to produce and sell 
the best quality of sorghum syrup 
on market. Goals—Earl Kinner 
and other business and pro¬ 
fessional men interested in in¬ 
creased income continue to help 
and encourage farmers in selling 
their product. 

Problem—Secure a veterinarian 
services for all livestock farmers. 
Goals—A survey to be made of 
livestock number and the num¬ 
ber of farmers regularly use 
qualified veterinarian. This ma¬ 
terial be sent to Dr. Hull at the 
University of Kentucky so that a 
young graduated veterinarian be 
secured for the county. Farm or¬ 
ganizations, livestock groups such 
as the Livestock Improvement 
Association. Beef Cattle groups 
might help in this work.

It’s hard to pick out one in¬ 
dividual in the Oldfield family a3 
THE persons when it comes to 
who operates the farm. “We all 
work together,” Mrs. Oldfield 
says. “My husband helps me in 
the house and I help him on the 
farm. And Young Tommy helps 
us both. Even little Brenda helps 
with the calves.” 

Mrs. Oldfield keeps house, does 
the cooking better than a master 
of science in home economics, 
and operates the electric sewing 
machine. She can talk to an ex¬ 
pert on animal husbandry on 
blood lines of livestock and is an 
exponent of what the University 
of Kentucky's Agricultural Ex¬ 
tension Service attempts to teach. 

Mrs. Oldfield carried almost the 
full load of the home and farm 
during the 36 months her hus¬ 
band was in service during World 
War II, most of that time under 
fire in the Europeon Theater. 

Slit directed the remodeling of 
the farm home, which has all 


modern conveniences, including 
controlled heat, and made slip¬ 
covers for the living-room furni¬ 
ture. 

The Oldfields produce their 
own pork, oeef, poultry, and eggs: 
their own strawberries, blackber¬ 
ries and apples: their own sor¬ 
ghum, honey and vegetables, but¬ 
ter. milk and cottage cheese. 

Above what they need at homo, 
Mrs. Oldfield sells country hams 
for $1 a pound. And she get $5 
a gallon for the sourwood honey 
she sells from the eight hives of 
bees she keeps. She is the only 
bee expert on the place, and 
doesn't even use a veil when She 
helps with robbing the hives. 

Mrs. Oldfield doesn’t know ex¬ 
actly how much she adds to the 
family income by her roadside 
merchandising. She saves the 
budget, too, by canning and pre¬ 
serving berries, fruits, and vege¬ 
tables. Her ireezer is jammed 
with strawberries, country saus¬ 
age, chickens, ducks and turkeys 
which she puts up herself. 

Encouraged by his mother, the 
young Tommy is active in county 


4-H club work. He is the club's 
county publicity chairman and 
has won three trophies for his 
Angus calves. He is also a mem¬ 
ber of the stock-judging team that 
won third place in the State Fair 
contest las*, year. He Is an eighth- 
grader at West Liberty Consoi- 
dated school. 

The Oldfields' 1956 burlcy crop 
averaged $b5.80 hundred pounds, 
which is i good indication that 
they know how to raise tobacco. 

Angus cattle graze the rolling 
pastures, and there arc 100 acres 
devoted to com. This is besides 
the patch tf Country Gentleman 
sweet corn which goes into the 
home freezer and the roadside 
market. 

Much of the regular corn is 
converted into country hams by 
the farms Hampshire hogs. The 
hams that aren't sold help keep 
the family happy—especially do 
they keep Brenda happy. She 
has to have her ham, redeye 
gravy and hot biscuits every
